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FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
MASSILLON STATE HOSPITAL. 



To the Governor: 

We have the honor to transmit to you the fifteenth annual report 
■of the Board of Trustees of the Massillon State Hospital, together with 
that of the Superintendent and Steward. 

The original plan of the Massillon Hospital contemplated the addi- 
tion of another hospital building. On account of the very high prices 
prevailing for labor and materials, we have heretofore refrained from 
asking for, any apppropriation for this building, but now that a decline 
in prices has come, and the demand for a hospital building so press- 
ing, we feel that it is absolutely necessary that we ask for an appropria- 
tion for that building. 

In the light of present conditions it is a source of some degree of 
pride of the members of the Board that so many of the buildings of 
this institution were constructed while prices were so low, and of no 
less satisfaction that such, substantial materials were employed when 
they could be had at such a minimum cost, thus saving the State the 
-expenditure of considerable sums for repairs. 

We are much gratified to report that the brick residence standing 
■on the farm which we recently purchased has been remodeled and - 
arranged so as to accommodate about thirty people — and the price paid 
for the farm, with the brick residence, was little, if any, more than it 
would have cost us for a cottage alone to accommodate an equal number 
of persons. 

Very largely upon your own recommendation we have secured an 
■option on another neighboring farm of 164 acres, at the price of 
$20,500.00. This farm also contains a good and substantial brick house, 
whcih can be arranged for the accommodation of about twenty or thirty 
people, 

DAIRY. 

A few years ago, without any appropriation, and entirely out of 
■current expense, we began purchasing and rearing milch cows, until we 
no^ have about fifty head. The institution will require about one hun- 
-dred more cows. We might add that there is on the farm which w« 
propose to purchase a large bam suitable for the dairy business, and a 
similar bam on the farm which we now own, so that very little if any 
more buildings will need to be constructed for the, acconwnodation of 
a dairy herd. 
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With thtf purchase of this last mtntioned farm it is believed that 
we will have sufficient land to justify us in installing our own dairy. 

This should afford some additional employment for our people and 
insure an abundance of pure, unadulterated, wholesome milk. This ii 
certainly much to be desired in a. hospital containing fifteen hundred 
patients, many of whom are in delicate health. 

We are the more impelled to favor this feature for the comfort of 
the patients, and for the economical management of the institution, as^ 
there is a large tract of land adjoining onr institution, and belonging 
to the State, which should properly be reclaimed from squatters and 
used for pasture. 

GREEN HOUSE. 

Four years ago the Legislature recommended an appropriation of 
$3,200.00 for a green house for this institution, but the demands for the 
most rigid economy impelled the Ciovernor to request the withholdini?- 
of that appropriation. 

When it is remembered that gardening produces so much for the 
institution, and can produce so much more if the assistance of a green 
house can be had, it impresses one with the extreme necessity for such 
a building, especially as we have the hot water for warming such a 
building, which otherwise goes to vraste. 

■ Such a building will also afford employment at agreeable light 
w jrk for a number of patients at a time of year when enforced idleness 
must be well nigh unendurable. 

MEATS. 

While we have always raised and provided practically all of the 
pork used at the institution, which has been the means of keeping our 
expenditures for meats at the minimum, it was not until the last few 
months that we were equij^ed for slaughtering our own beef and mut- 
ton. Since the first of July this year we have killed and dressed nearly^ 
if not quite, all the animals used for meat at this institution. This has 
produced the most pleasipg and gratifying effect of affording our pa- 
tients the most delicious meats obtainable at a reduction in cost. The im- 
provement in this, one of the most staple articles of food, is most grati- 
fying. 

SEWAGE DISPOSAL PLANT. 

When the institution was founded the modern methods of sewage 
disposal were practically unknown. This civilized and highly sanitary 
method of caring for sewage was installed at a time when the grounds 
occupied by the institution were quite small. And when the institution 
grew in size and more lands were purchased by the State it was found 
desirable to abandon the old sewage beds and construct new ones at a 
greater distance from the buildings. This, has been accomplished, and 
in a most satisfactory manner. 
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With the growth of the institution our water supply hecame inade- 
quate and the Emergency Board granted us an appropriation of $4,82o;ix> 
for the construction of a reservoir. This has been constructed of con- 
crete, and has a capacity of more than 800,000 gallons, and insures us 
an abundant supply of good water at all times and for all purposes. An 
interesting fact in connectipn with the construction of this fine reser- 
voir is that nearly all of the labor for it^ construction was performed ' 
by patients of the institution. 

SCREENS. 

It seems unfortunate that while so much is being done for the 
health and comfort of those of whom the Gentle Shepherd of us all 
has said, "Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of these, 
etc.," a small matter of expense should interfere with their further en- 
joyment. There are no fly screens on any of the buildings occupied by 
patients, so that swarms of flies, mosquitoes and other insects, often 
the bearers of disease, have access to the dining rooms, (^dormitories 
and sick chambers. We ask you that these unfortunates be spared 
further annoyance and torment by reason of these conditions. 

ATTENDANTS. 

The charges of cruelty recently made against the attendants of 
some of the State institutions have led to the demand that higher prices 
be paid to attendants with a view to obtaining better service. We have 
complied with this demand, and in addition now require every attend- 
ant when signing his or her receipt for monthly payment of wages, to 
make declaration as to any act of cruelty which may have been observed 
during the preceding month. We trust this may have the effect of pre- 
venting any acts of cruelty, and will at least have the effect of casting 
discredit upon the statement of vindictive or disappointed attendant, 
who declares over his signature at one time that he knows of no cruelty, 
and then severs his connection with the institution, and in a spirit of 
spite and malice reports acts of gross cruelty. 

COMPETITIVE BIDDING. 

We are, so far as it is possible, complying with the requirements 
of the State, that purchases be made by means of competitive bidding. 

P.^THOLOCICAL DEPARTMENT. 

While we have called attention to the improvements of the past, 
and the needs of the future, we would not disregard the most important 
object of such an institution — the improvement of the physical and 
mental condition of its patients. There has been installed, and con- 
stantly employed, a most valuable system for treating patients by means 
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of various and approved baths; and one of the assistant physicians is 
constantly employed in experimental work with a view of finding means 
of preventing disease and of affecting a greater number of cures. These 
agencies, together with all the other means employed for the care, com- 
fort and cure of patients, have wrought marked improvement in those 
entrusted to the care of this hospital. 

So much credit is due Dr. Eyman for the excellent condition of 
this hospital, and the improvements constantly being made in its man- 
agement, that we fear that we may fail in our efforts to express our 
appreciation of his skill, conscientious devotion and patient application. 
His efforts in behalf of this hospital and its patients are most untiring 
and effective. 

We express our entire satisfaction with his conduct in office and 
approval of his management. 

. BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

S. J. McMahon, who has been a member of the board of trustees 
since its organization, retired from the board early this year. Never 
was there a citizen of Ohio who took more genuine interest in one of its 
institutions. His kindness and firmness impressed all who knew him, 
with his unselfish devotion to the best interests of the hospital. The 
attachment of the patients to him was pathetic, and his absence will 
long be a cause of keen regret by those who have so often greeted him 
and welcomed his coming.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

To the Board of Trustees, Massillon Slate Hospital: 

Gentlemen : — I respectfully submit the fifteenth annual report of 
this hospital. 

■SUMMARY OF MOVEMENT OF POPULATIOI*. 

On the date of my last report, November 15th, 1906, there were 
remaining in the hospital 1,481 patients, of whom 759 were men and 
725 were women. 

There were admitted during the year 396 patients, of whom 228 
were men and 168 were women. The whole number under treatment 
-was therefore 1,880. 

There were 370 discharged during the year, of whom 208 were 
Tnen and 162 were women. Of this number 152 recovered, 55 were 
'discharged improved, 14 unimproved, and 149 died. 

Of those recovered 95 were men and 57 were women. Of those 
"improved 32 were men and 23 were women. Of those unimproved g 
-were men and 5 were women. Of those who died 72 were men and 77 
•were women. 

The percentage of recoveries on number admitted was 41.22 for 
men and" 34 for women ; for both, 38.38. 

Tiie percentage of deaths on total number under treatment was 
7.90.

Of those admitted during the year there we're native born 319, for- 
eign born 60, unknown 17. Of those remaining there were probabljr 
curable 86, possibly curable 179, chronic and probably incurable 1,241. 

The recovery rate, based upon admissions, was 38.38. Based upon 
acute cases received from their homes, was 63. ' 

There were under treatment during the year ro cases admitted 
under the Voluntary Commitment Act. Of those 4 were discharged 
recovered, 4 were discharged improved, i unimproved ; i remains in 
the hospital. 

The law which entitles »;itizensof Ohio to admission to the State 
Hospital under this act is eminently proper and undoubtedly results in 
much good, but it is also liable to become a menace if each individual 
case is not carefully considered. It was not the intention of the framers. 
of this law to make a place for drunkards to sober up, nor to take care 
of chronic cases of insanity during the pleasure of the patient's friends, 
and unless the Superintendent makes a personal supervision of each 
case there is a possibility of imposition. We have been urged frequently 
to admit chronic cases in this manner, so that the friends of the patient 
may be able to say to him, "You will only have to remain sixty days," 
and then at the end of sixty days they will have him committed regu- 
■ larly, and shift the blame of his longer detention to the hospital man- 
agement, in this manner making it difficult to gain the confidence of the 
patient. As a cure for "jag" the State Hospital is probably a success, 
but is it intended that hospitals built for the sick and unfortunate should 
be diverted into retreats for the weak and vicious? 

The recovery rate is satisfactory, in that it is fully up to the average 
of hospitals of this kind, but is far from satisfactory from the view- 
point of the alienist not entirely given over to pessimism. While sta- 
tistics do not yet .show materially increasing ratios of recoveries, yet 
we firmly believe that each year brings us nearer the goal of success- 
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Decided advancement has been made all along the line, and we look 
hopefully to the future for results. 

The various methods of vibrassage, massage, electrotherapeutics, 
hydro therapeutics and psycho-therapeutics are all destined to play an 
important part in the therapeutics of the future. We have still further 
increased the usefulness of hydriatic measures by adding the continuous 
bath. For cases of insomnia, with great muscular activity in either 
the excited or depressed phases, no other agent seems so reliable. Many 
patients become quiet after one or two hours and drop off into a restful 
sleep, but in obstinate cases frequently several hours are required — in 
fact, occasionally days are pecessary to get satisfactory results. Cases 
of dessicated nerves, dried up nerves, manifested by parched lips, dry 
and scaly hands, a great irritability,, are benefitted by a prolonged 
bath, followed by a friction rub. The other hydrotherapeutic measures 
are being used daily with remarkable results. 

We have installed an optbalmological department for the correc- 
tion of errors of refraction, astigmatisms and muscular insufficiencies. 
Eye strain is frequently a potent etiological factor in mental and ner- 
' vous breakdpwns, and already we have splendid results from the work 
of this department 

Quite recently we have been paying especial attention to the condi- 
tion of the teeth in the insane and nervous. Drs. Upson, Stephan and 
Lodge, of Cleveland, have taken a lively interest in this matter, and by 
means of X-ray pictures of the teeth and jaw many curious conditions 
have been brought to light. Much is hoped for from a more thorough 
cultivation of this field. 

Splendid advancement has been made all along the line, and al- 
though we are but upon the threshold of scientific investigation, yet we 
believe that the near future will yield much fruit, and in spite of the 
derogatory statements of certain pessimistic neurologists, we' believe 
the standard o^ American psychiatry is higher today than at any time 
in the history of medicine. And right in this connection I wish to call 
your attention to the desirability of a 

CONSULTING STAFF. 

We have dscussed this subject in former reports, but regret to say 
as yet no satisfactory arrangements have been made -for the successful 
carrying out of the idea. We ^rmly believe there should be a consult- 
ing staff of specialists, but just how this is to be dwie is a query, and I 
think of sufficient importance to demand the consideration of hospital 
managers. In the first place it would probably be difficult to secure 
competent and eminent physicians without compenastion. However, 
we will not discuss the "how" to do it, but content ourselves witli point- 
ing out some of the desirable features. 
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First, such a consulting staff would be a protection to the institu- 
tion, as frequently there are charges of mismanagement or abuse with- 
out any foundation whatever, and which are believed by the public be- 
cause of a want of knowledge of the methods of treatment and man- 
agement. The consulting staff, being composed of physicians who visit 
the homes of friends and relatives, would be in a position to desseminate 
this knowledge. It is this same want of knowledge which makes hos- 
pitals such dreadful places to a considerable portion of the general pub- 
lic, and nothing will relieve this feeling of distrust except the light 
thrown into every nook and comer, and the educating of the public to 
the fact that insanity is a disease, and not a fault or crime. However 
wrong it appears to us, there is in the minds of many people an implied 
ostracism in having^ once been an inmate of a hospital for the insane; 
and we believe that a consulting staff would do much to advance the 
idea that our hospitals are not mere places for detention, but are for 
the purpose of treating persons who are ill, and shouM not, be regarded 
with dread and suspicion. By this means also the hospital physician 
would be more in touch with the general profession, and less liable to 
fall into "institution ruts." 

PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 

I wish to call your attention especially to the report of Dr. O'Brien. 
His original research work in the study of paresis is of extreme im- 
portance. Here is a disease hitherto regarded' as incurable from the 
beginning, and if the dark and gloomy outlook can be cheered by eyen 
a ray of light through the pathological laboratory, then the pathologists 
deserve our highest commendation. In speaking of the work of Dr. 
Ford Robertson and Dr. McRae, in Scotland, along the same lines as 
the investigation of Dr. O'Brien here. Dr. Clouston remarks: "They 
- (Drs. Robertson and McRae) were on the track of what might turn 
out to be a momentous discovery in regard to an extraordinarily difficult 
disease. There was something dramatic in the very notion that in 
studying this disease, in regard to which they had been hopeless frcon 
the time it was discovered until now, at least a ray of light has risen 
above the horizon." 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

' Many and varied improvements have been made during the year. 
Additional roads and walks have been constructed. Many hundreds 
' of trees and shrubbery have been planted. New sewer beds, having 
ample capacity to take ca^re of all the sewage of the hospital for years 
to come, have been completed. The house on the Doll farm has bee" 
completely overhauled and rearranged, and is now known as McMahon 
Cottage, and has a capacity for forty patients. A reservoir for a reserve 
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supply of water has been constructed. This reservwr is 200 feet long, 
100 feet wide and si feet deep, is constructed entirely of concrete, and 
almost wholly by patients' labor. Two additional deep wells have given 
us a plentiful supply of water. 

New mechanical stokers have been placed under four boilers. A 
new Ingersoll-Rand air lift has been installed. Nearly all the cottages 
have been redecorated, and much outside painting, including the re-^ 
painting of the farm house, has been dcme. 

REQUIREMENTS, 

Our special requirements, though not numerous, are very impor- 
tant. 

The dairy farm is an absolute requirement, if our people are to 
have a liberal supply of milk. It seems impossible for our contractor to 
give us a daily supply equal to our needs. Not only could we be assured 
of a sufficient supply, but figures prove that we could furnish it at not 
more than one-half the present outlay. The purchase of the farm upon 
which we have an option would also increase our capacity at least 
thirty, as there is a very large and substantial brick house on the farm 
which could, with very little expense, be converted into a cottage for 
patients. The large bam can be converted into a dairy barn for the 
sum askd for. 

We have asked for an appropriation for one hundred cows. While 
this number will not be sufficient to supply our needs wholly, yet it is 
probably as many as we could care for the first year. 

A propogating house for vegetables and flowers is almost a neces- 
sity. True, we have managed to get along without one for several 
years,, yet in. the interest of the patients we feel that this appropriatiop 
should be urged. 

OFFICIAL STAFF. 

A few changes have been made in our official household. 

Hon. S. J. McMahon, who had been connected with this hospital 
from its conception, and who had been president of the Board of Trus- 
tees for twelve years, retired because of advancing years, Mr. Mc- 
Mahon's presence was a constant benediction. He took an unusual 
interest in all the detail management, and his visits were a source of 
great pleasure to the patients, as well as the official household. It is. 
tvith sincere regret we chronicle his severance of his connection with 
the work here. To the patients, whom he loved, it is a great grief; 
to the official household, who loved him, it is a real sorrow, and to our 
personal household it is the breaking up of an intimate association of a 
decade and a half which has always been cordial and of unusual good 
fellowship. 

Drs. Adair, Tatje and Alspaugh have b^en promoted from internes 
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to places upon the staff. Dr. J. W. Chetwynd, a graduate of Jefferson 
Medical College, has been appointed interne. 

EXPENSES. 

The per capita cost per annum, based upon total disbursements, 
except ordinary repairs and permanent improvements, was $137.40. 
Based upon current expense and officers' salaries, as formerly figurefl. 
was $1 18.83.

The per capita cost this year is about the same as last, despite the 
fact that nearly all farm products and other supplies are from 10 to 40 
per cent higher. Everything possible has been purchased by competi- 
tive bidding.s and we are glad to say that the objections feared by many 
have not materialized. The quality of goods purchased has been fully 
up to the standard and a material savipg has resulted. Our large farm 
has yielded abundantly, and in this we have a decided advantge over 
some of our sister institutions, where conditions render it impossible 
to secure productive land such as we have here. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

Our amusements have been of a varied nature, and such as have 
tended to relieve the monotony of hospital life, as well as edify and in- 
struct. 

Mr. W. H. McCoUin, whose physical eyesight was destroyed more 
than a third of a century ago, but whose mental vision is clear as crystal, 
and whose soul is pure as gold, gave our patients an evening of enjoy- 
ment and instruction. 

Prof. Turner entertained us with moving pictures and a lecture 
upon Egypt and the Holy Land. 

The Massillon .\matenr Dramatic Club gave an excellent rendition 
of "The Deacon." Twelfth Night" was creditably rendered by the 
Strasburg class, under the direction of Miss Thomas. 

The Massillon State -Hospital Dramatic Club gave "Uncle Rube," 
"All the Comforts of Home" and an evening of vaudeville. AH were

exceptionally well rendered. Robison's circus, a day at the Elks' Car- 
nival as the guests of the management, concerts, stereopticon lectures, 
moving picture entertainments, and outside and inside games of all 
kinds constituted the diversions of the year. 

ACKNOWLEDGMEMS. 

Drs. Brown and O'Brien have always been faithful to their trust, 
cheerful and conscientious in the discharge of their duties, and still 
finding time for much original research in the various fields. Dr. 
O'Brien's report as pathologist accompanies this, and will be found 
of interest both to the specialist and the general practitioner. 

Drs. Adair, Tatje, Alspaugh and Chetwynd have begun their work 
with a zeal which promises much. 

Mr. Dudley has been accommodating and conscientious in perform- 
ing the difficult duties of the purchasing officer. 

We take this opportunity to assure the storekeeper, the supervisors 
and all other employes that we are not unmindful that they have ren- 
dered efficient and faithful service, and to one and all we feel deeply 
grateful. 

And now, gentlemen ot the Board, I wish to thank you again for 
the many evidences of confidence and good will which you have so 
constantly shown me and my family. The trying duties of superin- 
tendent of a hospital of this magnitude can be materially lessened by 
the united support of a board of trustees entirely in harmony with the 
Superintendent, and this condition does exist in this hospital, and for 
this and many personal courtesies I am deeply grateful. 

With the aid of the Great Ruler we strive to keep constantly before 
us this motto: "Let me not postpone nor neglect the good that I can 
do my fellow man."

REPORT OF PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 



Da. Henry C. Eyman, Sitperintendent: 

I take pleasure in submitting a brief report iiom the pathological 
department for the year ending November isth, 1907. 

There has been no material change in the order of the laboratory 
work during the year. 

Much new equipment has been added, which assists us greatly in 
carrying out certain details of our work. 

The routine work consists in the exmaination of blood, sputum 
and urine; in addition Widal tests have been made on a great many. 
We consider an examination of the blood and urine of every patient 
admitted a necessary part of the physical examination. In many cases 
a special study of existing conditions have been made. 

We have complete records of urinary examinations made during the 
past few years, which will furnish an interesting paper about to appear. 

During the past year 39 autopsies have been held. This number is 
quite small compared with the number of deaths, and can easily be 
explained by reason of our inability to obtain the consent of the relatives 
to grant an autopsy. 

Considerable time has been devoted to opsonic therapy, particu- 
larly in tubercular conditions. The number of cases we have had under 
treatment, and our results up to the present time, does not permit us to 
elaborate much on the merits of such a plan of treatment. Our in- 
vestigations into the causation of general paresis continue, and during 
the year we have been rewarded by constantly adding evidence to our 
ideas concerning the bacteriological origin of the disease. We have 
lately devised a method bv which the Bacillus Paralyticans can be de- 
tected in the cerebro- spinal fluid with readiness in almost evef^' case 
of general paresis. 

Knowing well the unfavorable outlook in this disease, our aim has 
been to find some means of combating the much-dreaded malady. To 
that end we have succeeded in immunizing some sheep and goats against 
different types of the Bacillus Paralyticans, and we hope in a few weeks 
to use an anti-serum as a plan of treatment, which we trust will not 
only assist us therapeutically, but diagnostically as well. 

The treatment of general paresis by bacterial vaccine made from 
Bacillus Paralyticans was given a trial, the results of which have been 
published.
